DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Receipt is acl^nowledged of tine response filed on 21 December 2007, wliicli lias 
been entered in the file. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The best prior arts of record to Yamaguchi et al. (US 4,853,524) and Englehardt 
(US 5,196,682) discloses an optical identification card system comprising a card 
emitting infrared light modulated by the code, however, Yamaguchi et al. and 
Englehardt taken alone or in combination with other reference fail to particularly teach 
that an apparatus for identifying objects comprising a multiplicity of tags, having an 
optical emitter for emitting optical radiation of color selected among a plurality of colors 
and a controller for emitting the optical radiation during a respective time slot, a camera 
for capturing a sequence of electronic images of area, an image processor for 
processing the electronic images in sequences to identify objects in which the tags are 
fixed as set forth in the claims.
